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MALARIA. 

N the vicinity of Chicago there is no 
malaria now, und there has been none 
for ten years. The focus which de- 
veloped from the drainage canal dig- 
gers in the early 908 and that from 

the returned soldiers in the late 908 each 
lasted but a-few years. Three years ago 
the Chicago health department began re- 
fusing to accept malaria as a cause of 
death where the decedent had been out of 
the malarial belt for more than a few 
months. 

While malaria is a country disease and 
the cities are first to escape its effects, the 
entire upper Mississippi valley has shared 
the good fortune of the cities. There is no 
malaria worth speaking of in the Missis- 
sippi valley north of St. Louis, and an- 
other ten years will see its northern boun- 
dary moved as far south as Oalro, Il. 

From Drake's Diseases of the Missis- 
sippi Valley“ we learn that three-quarters 


of a century ago it was much the worst 


pestilence in this part of the country, and 
no part of the Mississippi valley was ex- 
empt. 

But no old lien at Vile ‘batt it. the 
country needs to read Drake’s book. The 
ague of the Wabash was proverbial, and 
every old settler accepted it as inevitable. 

While in certain parts of the south ma“ 
laria causes a moderate number of deaths) 
in the main the harm that it does is 
through reducing efficiency. In this par- 
ticular no disease outranks it except hook- 
worm. Persons suffering from chronic ma- 
Jaria and malarial anemias mope around 
trying to earn a day’s pay, but not sue 
ceeding very well. The employer loses 
money on them. 

Another ten years will see the zone of 
efficiency from malaria shrivel up just as 
the zone of malaria as a life hazard has 
already shrunk. One thing is certain. 
there must be sick people to keep the 
seed going, and the malaria! stock farms, 
those sick and partly sick, are getting 
fewer year by year. 

In the 808, from time to time, ships 
would come into New Orleans from Colon 
with every one on board down with Cha- 
gres fever, a severe form of malaria. An 
Osler’s practice, dated 1894, said: The 
most characteristic malaria is to be found 
in the workmen returning from the Pana- 
ma canal, the victims of Chagres fever.” 

The Chagres fever is in the Cana) Zone 
and malaria is now so insignificant there 
that it does not materially hamper the 
work of the war department—an almost 
umbelievable contrast with the conditions 
of less than ten years ago. The isthmian 
eanal report for February, 1912, recorded 
but 505 cases and two deaths.

‘The Gladiolus and the Tuberose. 


BY EBEN E. REXFORD. 


‘- who see the gladiolus growing in ; 


perfection, in large masses, in the gardens 
of wealthy people, admire it as something 
to be enjoyed at second hand, but few of 
them seem to think it a plant that any 
one can grow as well as the professional 
gardener. Now the fact is that it is one of 
the easiest of all plants to grow. It adapts it- 
self to nearly all soils. It requires very little 

Are. In short, it i to the garden what the 

ranium is to the window, and it is easier to 
grow, if such a thing is possible, than that 
plant. 

Its culture is of the simplest. Prepare the 
soll for it by spading to the depth of a foot 
and a half, and make it quite rich. About the 
middle of May—not before—set the corms in 
the ground, putting them at least three inches 
below the surface. I would advise planting in 
groups of a dozen or more, as this method gives 
a greater quantity of color than can possibly be 
secured by planting singly. Each strong corm 
will send up from one to four flower stalks, 
and each stalk will bear from a dozen to thirty 
blossoms in a spike a foot and a half in length. 
The lower flowers on the stalk will open ‘first, 
and those above will follow in, succession until 
the last bud has developed. If the stalk is cut 
when the first flowers open and the water in 
which it is placed is changed frequently every 


. ‘bud in the spike ‘will develop the same as Af the 


stalk were allowed to remain attached to the 
parent corm. This makes this flower one of 
the most valuable plants we have for cut flower 
purposes. FEinormous quantities of it are sold 
in the cities during August and September. 
Especially ig it useful for church decoration, 
as its habit adapts it to use fh tall vases. 

It is a good plan to provide some kind of a 
support for the tall flower stalks, which are 
easily broken down by strong winds. But tying 
them to stakes detracts from the grace of the 
plant. I have, for some years past, planted my 
gladioli in rows about eighteen inches wide. At 
the ends of the row I set stout stakes-—-one at 
each corner—and over these I stretch a coarse 
meshed. wire. netting about a foot and a half 
wide. If there is any danger of the netting 
sagging from not being stretched tight I run a 
strip of wood from stake to stake, and tack the 
netting to it.. These stakes should be about 
fourteen or sixteen inches high—tkat is, they 
should extend that distance above the surface 
—and they should go into the ground far 
enough to give them a grip on the soil that 
will hold them firmly when vou stretch the net- 
ting from one to the other of them. Unless 
this is drawn taut, and kept so, it will fail to 
do what is expected of it. When. the flower 
stalks lengthen they will find their way up 
through the meshes of the netting, and these 
will furnish all the support that is needed and 
do it without interfering in any way with the 
natural habit of the plant. Such a support 
does away with the primness and lack of nat- 
uralness which characterizes plants tied to 
stakes, If the strips of wood extending from 
stake to stake are painted a dull green they 
will not pe noticeable. and as the netting will 


not show among the stalks and foliage of the 


plants, the effect will be that of plants grow- 
ingewithout artificial training, therefore, much 


more satisfactory in all respects than any other 


device I have any knowledge of. 

The gladiolus comes in a wonderful range of 
colors. From white it runs through all shades 
of red, searlet, and crimson to delicate rose, 
lilac, cherry, dark maroon, yellow, and purple, 
and in most flowers there will be striking com- 
binations of several of these colors in feather- 
ings, blotches, and flakes. It will be difficult 
to find any two plants that are exactly alike 
in color and color arrangement. In this respect 
the gladiolus is on a par with the pansy. 

I have never been able to explain to my sat- 
isfdction why the tuberose is not grown more 
than it is. It is a beautiful flower, with a 
rich fragrance that puts it in the same class 
with the gardenia, the magnolia, and the orange, 
so far as odor is concerned. It is not a dim- 
cult plant to grow. Give it a warm, sandy soil 
and full exposure to the sun, and it will do 
well in the northern garden. Before planting 
the old, dried roots at the base of the tuber 
should be pared away with a thin bladed knife. 


If this is not done they frequently decay and 


the diseased condition will be communicated to 
the tuber. Care must be taken to procure fresh 
roots each season, as at the north the plant 
blooms but once, therefore planting old roots 
will be sure to lead to disappointment. The 
plant is very tender, and on the approach of 
frosty weather it will be necessary to cover 
it at night or to pot it and remove to a place 
out of the reach of frost. Some persons pre- 
fer to keep their plants in pots throughout the 
season, sinking them in the ground during the 
summer. If this is done it is an easy matter 
to remove them to a place of safety when cold 
nights come. They will bloom for six weeks 
or more.
